Court Intimates That he Does No

Two arrests were made this morn

The charges against 
.lames Cranley and Walter English 
were nollied this 
morning 
bv the 
cou rt. 
Caron was first arraigned 
abou t 
ten o’clock , and Ju dge Spark s told 
his attorney, John A. Titsworth, that 
a plea was expected to be entered 
at this time. 
The 
attorney stated 
that Caron’s plea was not gu ilty, and 
that he wou ld lile an additional plea 
of insanity. 
The bond was fixed at $2,000, the 
same as on the original affidav it, and 
he went to jail u pon defau lt of the 
bond. 
Jv irk was arraigned abou t a half 
hou r later, and appeared with his a t­ 
torney, C. \V. Du ncan, who stilted 
that a plea wou ld he entered Satu r­ 
day morning. Ju dge Spark s stated 
that a plea wou ld hav e to be enter­ 
ed before then and a plea was order­ 
ed made bv in the morning. 
The bond in this ease was fixed at 
$2.000 ju ad William C. Fair, 
liv ing

and James Cranley from jail

The statu te prov ides that the cou rt 
himself or u pon petition, may or may 
not appoint two disinterested phy­ 
sicians to examine the alleged 
% rim- 
isal held on a 
charge, before 
the 
trial, and that after the physicians 
hav e made an examination, a trial is 
held, at which time the ju dge hears 
the ev idence of the physicians or 
any 
other ev idence concerning the 
criminal’s insanity. 
In this way the ju dge is giv en the 
responsibility, and is to determine 
whether the prisoner is sane or in­ 
sane, as gathered from the ev idence 
introdu ced. 
If the prisoner is ad­ 
ju dged to he insane the ju dge then 
orders him confined in the criminal 
hospital for the insane

The pitcher should also save him 
self as much as possible so as to 
keep plenty of reserve force for the

and prepare to

The attorney stated 
that Caron's plea was not guilty, and 
that he would file an additional plea 
of insanity. 


' The bond was fixed at $2,000, the 
same as on the original affidavit, and 
he went to jail upon default of the 
bond. 


Kirk was arraigned about a half 


.hour later, and appeared with his at- 
torney, C. W. Duncan, who stated, 
that a pica would be entered Satur- 
day morning. Judge Sparks stated 
that a plea would have to be enter- 
ed before then and a plea was order- 
ed made by in the morning.

the 


trial, and that after .the physicians 
have made an examination, a trial is 
held, at which time the judge hears 
the evidence of the physicians or 
any other evidence concerning the 
criminal's insanity. 


In this way the judge is given .the 


responsibility, and is to determine 
whether the prisoner is sane or in- 
sane, as gathered from the evidence 
introduced. If the prisoner is ad- 
judged to be insane the judge then 
orders him confined in the criminal 
hospital for the insane. 


The law provides that the original 


charge stands, and when the insane 
prisoner" is certified to be of sound i 
mind, 'he is then returned for trial,! 
just as if there were no time inter- 
.vening. 


It can readily be seen that the final 


conclusion of the defendant's insani- 
ty lies with the court, and Judge 
Sparks would rather shift this duty 
to .a jury of twelve men. 


When the case comes up for trial, 


the defense can maintain that the 
prisoner is insane, and at the same 
time will have an 
opportunity of 


convincing *he jury that he is insane. 
The jury then would be the sole 
judges in the case, instead of an in- 
dividual.
